And considering the length of the march to be made, 
the distance between the Indus and Tiflis being not less than 2,000 miles, 
and the difficulty of marching an army through a barren, mountainous, 
and inhospitable country, it may be safely asserted that Russia will never 
dare to make such anu attempt. If she starts, for instance, with an army. of 
50,000 men, she will have to take another 50,000 men as camp-followers, 
and at least 100,000 horses and mules. And where is she to get food for 
so large a body of men and animals ? And how will she bring big guns all 
this way P Jf she makes such a foolhardy attempt, there can be no doubt 
that, before reaching her destination, she will have to leave 45,000 out of 
her 50,000 men dead on her way. 9 

Again, who shall say that the Armenians, who are the mortal enemies 
of Russia, will not fall upon the rear of her army and harass it in every 
possible way ? ue ete 

Again, in order to be able to actually bring 50,000 men to the banks 
of the Indus, she must start with at least 400,000 men. Just consider : the 
inconceivable foliy of such an undertaking. Again, supposing that Russia 
first occupies Herat, and thence marches an army towards India, is it possible 
that she will be able to march an army of 400,000 men through the 
inhospitable and mountainous country.of Afghanistan ? ‘Would she even be 
able to concentrate so large an army in Herat itself ? oe 

To infer from her conquests in Central Asia that she will easily conquer 
India is a mistake. The people of Central Asia, though physically strong 
and warlike, had no knowledge of the art of modern warfare; and it was 
therefore easy to conquer them. ' With India the case will be very different. 
Here there is the large army of 250,000 well trained soldiers belonging to 
the British Government. The armies of the native chiefs also number some 
five or six lakhs, and with a little training they will make excellent fighters. 
In the present improved state of railway communications in the country, a 
very large army can be mustered on the banks of the Indus within a week’s 
time. ac aoe | 
Thus, the fears of a Russian invasion of India are utterly baseless, Every 
politician gifted with foresight must be of thesame opinion as‘ Lord North- 
brook, who said that ‘* so long as Englishmen will be able to satisfy the 
people of India with good government. and secure the loyalty and love of her 
native chiefs, their rule in that country will be secure.” Instead, therefore, 
of wasting money in strengthening the North-Western frontier of India and 
levying an oppressive income-tax for the purpose of meeting inéreased ex-

involving the loss of ita honour and good name, the British Government hag 
nat been able to give up the idea of establishing commercial relations with 
Thibet. It is certainly very disgraceful that the British Government, which 
has received such a rebuff at the hands of the Thibetans, should so far forget 
itself as to again make an effort to gain its object. Nothing was heard op 
this subject for some time past. But the Bengal Chamber of Commerce is 
ying loudly for the removal of the anomalous condition of the commercial 
relations between British India and Thibet, and this is calculated to’ give 
rise to serious misgivings in the public mind. The letter addressed om ‘this 
subject: by the Chamber to the Chief Secretary to the Government of Bengal 
may legd to the rekindling of the fire which had to all appearances been 
extinguished. The Chamber says that the opposition to Mr. Macaulay's 
mission proceeded not’ from the Thibetan people, but from the Lamas, 
But the trath of this statement is open to doubt. For it cannot but: be 
thatthe voice of the Lamas in a matter of this kind will also be the voice 
of the whole people of Thibet. For the people of Thibet cannot but be 
arded as holding in very. great reverence the men at whose feet even the 
celestial Emperor has to bend bis head. 

The Chamber of Commerce also argues that Mr. Macaulay’s mission to 
Thibet was undertaken in accordance with treaty stipulations with QOhina, 
and that the opposition offered:to that mission has therefore been a viola- 
tion of that treaty. This, however, is not very clear. The provision of the 
treaty bearing upon this subject is as follows :—“ It will be the duty of the 
Chinese Government, after careful enquiry into the circumstances, to. adopt 
measures to exhort. and encourage the people with a view to tbe promotion and 
development of trade. Should it be practicable, the Chinese Government 
will then proceed carefully to consider the trade regulations ; but if insuper- 
able obstaclés are found to exist, the British Government will not press’ the 
matter unduly.” This makes it clear that, considering the obstacles which 
existed in the way of the success of Mr. Macaulay’s mission, the Chinese 
Government was not wrong in disapproving it. pike 

The Chamber of Commerce also prays that. the question of opening @ 
direct trade route to Thibet through British Sikkim may be again taken * 
by Government. It is not known, however, whether Lord Dafferin will. fee 
inclined to take any steps in this direction. His Excellency. has. already 
acted very: wisely in connection with this Thibet affair, and surely he will now 
consider very carefully whether the Thibetans would really like to trade with 
India by a direct and easier route through British Sikkim. -It is. popularly

1. Formerly the village chowkidars used to get very small salaries, 
and it was not therefore difficult for the villagers to pay 
them. But their salaries have now increased from Rs. 8 to

2. There is also no necessity for increasing the number of chowki- 
dars. On comparing the population of the Bengal villages with 
the number of chowkidars employed therein, it appears that 
on apn average one chowkidar keeps watch over 400 people. 
Many of the villages are also so small in area that five or six 
of them taken together will not cover an area of more than 
‘one square mile. Surely one chowkidar should do to keep 
watch over three or four such villages. 


8. The chowkidars are not a very useful set of people. They have 
never been known to arrest budmashes. For the purpose. of 
keeping the peace in the villages, they are almost useless. 
They may be of great service. to darogahs and jemadars in 
the police outposts, whom they are often compelled to serve 
like menial servants, but they are almost useless to the 
villagers. It is true that they help the police in tracing and 
arresting criminals; but there is no necessity of adding to 
their number for this purpose only. 


As the chowkidars are under the direct control: of the police, 
which tyrannises over the village. punchayet, the latter can 
never utilise the services of the chowkidars, who are ofteo 
absent from: the village on police errands. In order that 
‘the village punchayet may be able to make good ase of the 
chowkidars, it is necessary that the former: should’ be freed 
from the control exercised over them by the police and ‘the 
executive officers, and that police officers should be prevented 
from employing the chowkidars on private business.

At the same time it has been found that 
the municipal assessments have not been always satisfactory, as some 
people have paid heavy taxes, whilst others escaped lightly. It is 
hoped, however, that, as the Commissioners gather experience, theif 
assessments will be found to be more just. All rate-payers are advised 
to elect conscientious, patriotic, and able representatives at the 
ensuing municipal elections ee eS
